THE MATE'S EVIDENCE, 

Mr. E. Page Smith, first mate of 
the Hong Moh, said the ship left 
Hongkong on the 2nd, bound 
for Swatow. Bofore leaving, they 
wired to Swatow for a pilot as thay 
did not expect theship to get over 
the bar. Continuing he said :—- 
We arrived off Swatow bar at 
about 9.30 or 10. There was no 
pilot. It was high water so we 
decided to proceed towards Amov, 
which we did. About 12.30 
p.m. the Swatow passengers 
requested us to go back to 
Swatow. We did not but 
anchored off Bell Island and 
signalled for a pilot. A pilot 
came: off and said the ship was 
ton deop to go over tho 
bar. We decided to go to 
Amoy. Wo proceeded and I 


went on the bridge and. reported | 


to the Captain and he took over 
cMimwe-of-the watch and ask 

one of us. to reliove him for 
dinner. I went on the bridge at 


6,30 and the Captain sent for bis’ 


dinner and gave me the course 
by steering the compass east to 
% south. He told me to look out 
for the Lammocks light At 6.45 I 
sighted Lammock, bearing east 
by the compass, and reported the 
same to the Captain and he told 
me to keep on the same course. 
I remained on bridge watching 
the course. as was not 
well acquainted with it, intending 
to.turn in about 7.30, my watch 
being from 12to4, Looking over 
the starboard side, I saw breakers 
aod called out “hard starboard," 
which order was repeated by the 
Captain. Almost immediately the 
ship struck and at once I went 
down below to get signal rockets, 
with the Second Officer. .I sent 
up detonators at short intervals. 
The ship settled down half 
an hour after, where she was, 
and for the time seemed safe 
to stay on. She did not give 
any signs of breaking, We 


.Jremained on the ship standing 


by the passengers and crew, and 
at about a.m. she 
broke in two. The far 
port remained on the rocks and 
the aft part was gradually sink- 
ing. Theamidship part near the 
funnels remained above water. 


/During the night we assisted the 


passengers as much as possible: 
We gave them life belts and life 
buoys. In the morning, we found 
the boat fallq all cut. -The 
boats were. all there but they 
were difficult to got,. At 
about 9 am. the steamer 
Shansi approached.. She put out 
a boat and tried to approach the 
Hong Moh... One mai, a coolie, 
jumped overboard and swam to 
the Sbansi’s life boat. The Shan- 
si then re-called the boat, as it was 
too rough. Wethen signalledto the 
Shansi, and the latter signalled 
back for us to save life. by rafts, 
Two rafts were on the bridge and 
the others were all out. A raft 
turned over in the water and 
another one followed’ and waa 
Jost.. We then tried to:get out the 
hoats. We got several of the 
boats into the water... One: boat

jumped. Several people decided 
to jump and the last raft was 
put into the water, but it got 
in between the two parts of the 
ship, Only two manged therefore 
to get to the Shansi, One was 
Mr. Volge, the Sacond Engineer, 
and the other a Chinese passeng- 
er. Nothing more was attempted 
that night, This was at 5 o'clock. 
Che Shansi then signatled that 
she would stand by till the 
morning. We remained on deck 
all night. Towards morning the 
sea began to get worse. The fore 
port of the ship.was listing more, 
sinking by the head, and she was 
practically breaking underneath, 
The Shansi then signalled that 
she would make a final effort to 
pick up swimmers when the tide 
turned at about 2 p.m.- She 
hoisted a flag at that time. 
The Chinese passengers. wore 
told that there - was a 
chance of saving their lives if 
they could swim, but if they could 
not swim it would bo safer for 
them to remain on the deck until 
assistance arrived, which the 
Shansi promised . to send on 
arrival at Swatow. Those who 


‘decided to take the risk took to 


the waters. : ; 

I was the last officer to leavo 
the ship and: was picked up by 
the Shansi. All the officers and 
engineors jeft and were picked up 
by the Shansi except the Captain 
who died. A few of the Chinese 
who jumped with us were also 
picked up. The Shansi then 
sailed for Swatogy and arrange- 
ments were made, I believe by 
the agents, at once to send assist- 
ance, The next morning the agents 
sent out-two launches and.junks, 
to assist the people who were still 
on the wreck, 
Swatow at 6.45. p.m. on the 5th. 
We reported to the British Consul 
the next morning and he said he 
would wire to Hongkong to send 
assistance and that we had to 
wait at Swatow until the enquiry, 
The enquiry was later decided 
‘0. be held in Hongkong, 
I arrived in Hongkong by the 
Hydrangea onthe 12th. I report- 
ed to the Harbour Master on the 
14th and he told me to write and 
ask tor an enquiry, which I did. 
he state of the weather off Bell 
Island was rough, the wind being 
strong. The sea was also rough 
and the visibility fair, This was 
on the 3rd March. The ship on 
leaving Bell Island was going at 
914 knote. The ship struck the 
rocks at 7.30. I took the compass 
course from the.master. ,

EARLIER TELEGRAMS. 


UPPER SILESIAN PLEBISCITE. 


Paris, March 21, 

-A message from Berlin says figures of the Upper Silesia plebiscite, 
in which the Polish .and German inhabitants voted yesterday . to’ 
determine under which flag they desire to be governed, are already 
arriving showing overwhelming German victories. In several big 
towns the majorities declared range from seventy-eight to ninety-four 
per cent. 

German semi-oflicial figures via Berne confirm this. 

The plebiscite has passed off calmly despite anticipated collisions. 
Fears are, however, entertained that the declaration of the poll may 
lead to violent pees which it will bo the Allied detachments’ 
duty to repress. The General Commanding has captured forty~ 
thousand rifles since His arriyal, but says that both camps are still 
armed throughout the country. The final decision as regards this 
rich territory's future rests with the Supreme Council and it is not 
unlikely it will be split up according to national desire as recorded

BILLIONS OWNED ABROAD. 


The amount of German owned 
balances sbroad cannot te. esti- 
mated, but it is believed to run 
into billions of marks, 

Will the extension of the note 
issue by keeping large quantities 
of money in the. Reichsbank and 
recording it as "in circulation” 
and the maintenance of heavy 
balances .abroad help to depress 
the mark and’ make Germany 
appear worse off financially than 
she really is, It is believed

CHINA’S FAMINE.

There's a problem that compels attention contained in 
the fact that whilst: millions of Chinese are suffering from 
starvation, (Chinese produce is being landed in America 
and sold for less than American produce. Let us take two 

‘parallel paragraphs that, we noticed quite recently in an 
American newspaper, ‘The first read ;—"' Chinese eggs are 
being dumped on the American market, millions of pounds, 
forcing a break in prices to the lowest February quotations 
since pefore the war.” ‘fhe second read :—"‘The Rev. 
Francis Grillith, missionary at’ Anping, China, says: 
‘The soup kitchen is. closed. > Nothing stands between 
countless thousands of human beings and starvation. 
{There are no leaves on the trees and no weeds left for fuod, 
‘The duomed throng daily at iny duo?, prostrating themselves 
in the frozen snow; but there 1s no food for them.” : 

What an opportunity for the political satirist! Froim 
a country in.which starvation’ and death are rife there is 
being sent foodstulfs and human sustenance that can be 
sold cheaper than the produce of other countries. And the 
explanation! Just the same old.sad story that China is so 
much in the ‘mire of mismanagement that the welfare. of 
her millions of people is made secondary to the personal 
machinations ot her so-called politicians. It’s all a matter 
of social economics—the non-application of them, and the 
drifting way our Chinese friends have of doing things. 

{Whe poverty of the people, due to lack of provision 
"against contingencies, is the curse that is resting most 
heavily on this wonderful country. ‘oiling for the bare 

— necessities to live, the peoples have no adequate means of 
harnessing the great forces of, nature, and politicians 
are content to exploit, rather than assist. When things go 
out of the ordinary,’ when .seasons are bad or rains are 
heavy, there comes swift disaster, against which the workers 
have no provision. And the food that has been previously 
produced. and sent to the coast has gone beyond recall 
because the “personal exchequers are negligible. It 
- ean be truly said’ that the problem is not so much a greater 
production of food in the world, as it 1s a more equitable 
distribution of the “power to buy,” without which 
individuals starve-and famines sweep over countries, 

“And so long as there is the indifference to the lot of 

_ China’s millions shown at present by the men of their own 
xace who have succeeded in gaining seats of power, so long 
will there be recurrences of the tragic happening of to-day. 
Other peoples may subscribe to Famine Relief funds and 
help alleviate the stricken state of these innocent’ people, 
but, at best, that is a palliative—a needed palliative, it js 
true,  China’s sorrows emanate from her own inability to 
govern herself. th, and the

Points of the Census. 


Preparations for the Census 
which is to be taken next month 
at Home and in other parts of the 
Empire are well in hand. There 
is always an interest in seeing 
what developments have ocourred 
in thesocial condition of the people 
during the ten years interval 
between each enumeration, and 
this time there will be a special 
interest because of the widespread 
changes wrought by the war: 
The Home schedula is to be avery 
elaborate form this time. One of 
the now, features is that persons 
have to indicate a divorce where 
anything of the sort has occurred. 
This innovation is due to the 
recent remarkable increase in the 
number of div and the 
necessity for arrivinsy “at. exact 
figures.. Another new featvro— 
particulars as to whrro people 
“work” as well as information 
as to where they “live "—is the 
outcome of the acute housing 
problem, the idea being to obtain 
exact knowledge as to how the 
tide flows between the people's 
homes and their-places of busi- 
ness, A third new new question 
ia designed to ascertain the busi- 
ness in which a man is ongaged, 
as wollas his occupation. That 
is to say, if ho is a drayman it 
will. not be sufficient for him 
merely to state that ho is o dray- 
man—he must state whether 
he is a brewer's rayman, a 
shipper’s, or an_ iron-founder’s. 
In 1911 the form had to be filled 
up in respect of all persons sleep- 
ing on ‘the premises at the date 
of the Census, so that an7 person 
not wishing to disclose age, for 
instance, could presumably avoid 
giving a return by stopping out 
till after midnight. ‘This time 
the questions must be answered 
in respect of every resident, but a 
concession is mado in the shape 
of a special form for those who 
do not wish other accupants of 
tho house’ to know of. personal 
matters. The notice in which we 
read of this concession takes it 
for granted that only one sox 
desires privacy, as it states that 
ary occupant not wishing others 
to know “ hor ” affairs can obtain 
the aforesaid form. 
Asphyxiation. 

United States, which 
added capital punishment to the 
numerous uses of electricity, is 
to try another method of applying 
the last penalty of the law. It is 
often supposed that the electric- 
chair is the device employed: in 
the States generally. In reality 
it is only New York and a few 
othor States that use it, the ma- 
jority still employing: the halter. 
Some years ago a proposal was 
mooted for an automatic ap- 
paratus, the floor of which would 
collapse as the condemned walk- 
ed upon it, but this was rejected 
on the ground that it would 
practically be making the in- 
dividual commit’ suicide. The 
State of Nevada, . appropriat- 
ing an idea practised at 
feline casual wards, has 
adopted a lethal chamber, the 
prisoner to be asphyxiated while 
sleeping. Doubtless the intention 
is to use the most humane way 
of carrying out the sentence, It 
is a little doubtful whether. this 
will be the result. The sentence 
is to be carried out. “ without the 
prisoner ‘knowing it,” says ‘the 
report, because he is to be placed 
in acell which in reality is the 
lethal chamber. How this is to 
be disguised to the prisoner does 
not appear, and, whatever com- 
partment he was placed in, he 
would know what awaited him, 
which would hardly be conducive 
to sleep. The result might not 
inconceivably be a demonstration 
of how long a man can go without 
sleep, just as the hunger-strikes 
showed the amazing periods 
people can go without food.

not need much_ imagination 
to realise that with land so cheap 
and hotel accommodation com- 
manding such high prices the 
new hotel will become a very 
valuable asset, eclipsing anything 
that the Company _ has. . at- 
tempted. 


A great deal of money has been 
sunk in the Repulse Bay: venture, 
and with the many improvements 
that are continually being con- 
sidered necessary it will still 
involve’ much expense for the: 
Company, The Ropulse Bay Hotel 
is serving a useful purpose, and it 
is principally due to the enterprise 
of Mr. J. H. Taggart that such a 
delightful spot has been opened 
up tous. It is said that nothing 
succeeds more than success, and 
in this instance Mr. Taggart has 
gone from success to. success, 
carrying everything before him.

. KOWLOON STATION 
ELECTRIC CLOCK. 


—— 


A Remarkable Apparates.| 


Tho electric clock which has 
been installed in the tower of Kow- 
lobn Railway Station.was launch- 
ed upon its career at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and a Press 
inspection of the apparatus way 
held this-morning under the guid- 
ance of Mr. Geo. A: Walker, tho 
Traffic Superintendent, Mr. H. 
P. Winslow, the Manager, and Mr. 
Robert Baker, Engineer of the 
Kowloon-Canton Railway, like- 
wise Mr. T. F. Claxton, Director of 
the Royal Observatory, were also 
present. The mechanism proved 
to be of a highly. intoresting 
character—olaborate in detail, 
yet simple in principle, 

The clock was supplied by 
Messrs. Gont & Co. Ltd. of 


Leicester, England, makers of 


the largest electric clock in the 
world (viz—the clock over the 
Royal Liver Building, Liverpool), 
and was erected by. Mr. Baker, 
Engineer of the Kowloon-Canton 
Railway. . 

The four dials aro 8 fect in 
diameter. The clock is connected 
in series.with the existing system 
of pulsynetic electric impulse 
clocks which are fixed in the 
station concourse and in all 
offices. 


All the clocks, including the 
turret clock, are controlled by a 
transmitter, or master clock, 
which in turn is automatically 
regulated by hourly signals from 
the Royal Observatory. 


No winding whatever is re- 
quired. At each half-minute the 
master clock transmits an im- 
pulse from a battery, which gives 
the pendulum sufficient impetus 
to maintain its swing and at the 
same time advances all clocks in 
thé circuit half a minute, : 


Whilst the transmitter actually 
drives all other clocks, it only 
controls the turret clook. This 
elock is driven by a “ waiting 
train” movement. The “ power 
factor” of the “waiting train” 
movement is an electricaily- 
driven pendulum (termed a 
motor pendulum), the function of 
‘which is not to keep time, 
but to drive, by means of 

tatchet wheel,

turn, by means of worm gearing, 
driving the hands of the clock, 
The motor pendulum is, by a 
simple device, re-energised 
by an electro-magnet when its 
oscillations fall below a pre- 
determined arc and automatic: 
ally produces additional driving 
power when such is required 
ta meet the _ resistance 
given to the hands by adverse 
weather conditions. The gear. 
ratio ia such that the minute- 
hand is driven through a half 
minute space on the dials in 
approximately 27 seconds. The 
paw! of the motor pendulum is 


then automatically lifted out of.

motor pendulum maintains’ its 
action,. the hands: remain 
stationery for two or three 
seconds; looked by the warm 
gear.

FREEMASONRY. 


. Zetland Lodge’s Diamond 
Jubilee. 


The seventy-fifth anniversary 
of Freemasonry in Hongkong and 
South China was last night cele- 
brated by an Extraordinary Lodge 
of Emorgency, held at the Free- 
masons’ Hall by command of the 
W.M, of Zetland Lodge,- the 
Mother Lodge of: ‘the Colony. 
There was a large attendance of 
brethren from gister and visiting 
Lodges, and a collection was 
made on bahalf of the Funds of 
the: Hongkeng and South China 
Masonic Benevolence Fund 
Corporation. 

In the course of an address, 
the W.M. (Wor, Bro, W. A. 
Eustace) ‘stated owing to the 
iliness of Rt. Wor. Bro, Holyoak 
the original programme had to be 
modified, but most. probably a 
Masonic Ball would be held 
in the Autumn, whilst a 
history of Zetland -Lodge was 
to bo compiled. He recalled 
the fact that the charter or war- 
rant of Zetland Lodge was grant- 
ed on March 21st, 1846, and that 
the first meeting was held on June 
24th of that year. ‘The popula- 
tion of the Colony was small in 
those days, and it was often im- 
possible to get safficient office- 
' bearers to carry on the Lodge; in 

’ fact, in 1848 it was suggested 
that the Lédge should be closed, 
because no qualified brother would 
accept the chair. This difficulty 
was overcome by Wor. Bro. 
Rawson, the Provincial Grand 
Master, who resided in Canton, 
being clected & member and, 
immediately afterwards, placed. 
in. the chair. For two 
years, at the cost = of 
great trouble, inconvenience and 
| expense this worthy brothercame 
- punotually and regularly from 
Canton to every meeting. At the 
eve of his term of office he had

1865. Since those oarly struggling 
days tho record of Zetland Lodge 
has been one of uninterrupted 
usefulness and prosperity. On 
the removal of the Royal Sussex 
Lodge from Canton to Shanghai 
1876, Zetland became tho senor 
Lodge of the District. To-day 
there were no fewer than cight 
Craft Lodges in Hongkong, be- 
sides numerous Chapters, Mark 
Lodges, etc,, embracing in their 
ranks members of every section 
of the community. 

In honour of the occasion, the 
following were, on the proposal 
of Wor. Bro. A. E. Crapmell, 
seconded by Wor. Bro. C. W. 
Jeffries, elected Honorary Mem- 
bers of Zetland Lodge :—Rt, W.

W. Bro. F. Graham, P.D.G.8.W. ; 
and W. Bro, W. Kent, P.D.G.R. 

Wor. Bro. Holyoak wrote 
regretting his absence through 
illness, and stating that he had 
received a telegram to the 
effect that the Most Worshipful 
the Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of England had appointed 
him District Grand Master for 
Honekong and South China in 
succession to Wor. Bro, T.F. 
Hough, resigned. : 

Wor. Bro. Claud Severn, in 
returning thanks for the honour 
that hadbeendone him, stated that 
in the two Eastern Colonies— 
Hongkong and Singapore—the 
senior Lodges were both named 
Zetland Lodges. They grew up 
during a period of marked 
development in English Free- 
‘masonry.

boats evon, had the weather 
been favourable. The only hope 
was outside vessels. Tho Shansi 
camé at 10 a.m. on the 4th, She 
approached the Lammock Light- 
house and signalled to it. The 
signal was to the effect “J 
will try. and send a boat, Try 
not. to rush it.’ A little 
while after she put out a 
life boat. The Shansi tried to 
reach the wreck but found it 
impossible. She picked up one 
man. A Chinaman jumped from 
the aft part of the wreck. He 
-was 4 very good awimmer and he 
reached the boat and the men 
saw him and stopped the boat 
and grasped him. ‘The Shanai 
people said the Shansi wes getting 
near to the rocks. We hung on 
another night and the ship was 
breaking up. We observed in 
the forenoon ‘that the wreckage 
was settling on the rocks, and 
that it set off the rocks in 
the afternoon. The master and 
myself were observing this. He 
said the only hope of getting 
away from the rock was to 
jump in and truat to the desp. I 
semaphored to the Shansi on tho 
Sth. The message I made was to 
this offoct :—" We shall jump in. 
Will you try to save us?” Tho 
Shansi signalled :—“ Don’t do it 
until the tide is favourable.” 
When the signal for jumping in 
was givon at 2 p.m. many 
Chinese and the crew jumped in, 
We were all hauled up by the 
Shansi as it was impossible for 
the Shansi to lower the boats. 
When I rocavered I found the 
Shansi undor way. 

The Court:—How far away 
from Bell Island did you fix the 
the bearings ?—I cannot say.
